Who died In this clty Iast Tuosday, was n portrait
Palntar of a great denl of ability. Hedid not, however,
makeso grent o reputation or 8o much money ns he
wonld nndoubtedly have made had he possessed
those plodding habits which are inherent in the
natare of a man of business. 11 he had made his
Art a profesaion, a8 well ns 4 passion, he might have
ranked not far below the late Charles Loring Elllott.,
He was a member of the National Academy of De.
sign, of this city, and devoted the greater portion of
hik artistic career to portraft-painting, Occasionally
he branched out Into other efforts, and with
Buch snccess that his specimens of game and
fish are regardod by many of his admirers as among
his happieat endeavors. As previously intimated,
however, he did not possesg those patient goalities
whioch work toward pecuniary suocess. He was (it
ful and fighty, and did not always depend for inspl-
ration upon the simple stimalus of his own gemus,
Sometimes e wonld forsake his casel for weoeks ol o
time, and wander around the oty palnting signs. At
others he would shat himself up In his room (i the
seclusion afMected by Balzac while writing a novel),
and at the rare intervals when he was sceen, talk
nothing but high art—so high. indeed, as to be quite
out of his reach, During one of his wandering (Ls,
when he was off the balance far more than usually,
he applied at a restaurant which then stood (I am
writing of what happened many years ago) at the
corner of Sixth and Greenwioh avenues, The
restaurant proprietor wanted & Slgn  painted
for the front window, representing fish  and
game, and engaged Caforty to paint It, The
WOrk was fung off with more than his nsual haste
and abandon, for he was under sad necessity for
money, but it was & masterplece in Its way. For
geveral years it was admired by thousands of
passers-by, hut by none more than the artists who
wore aware nt once of Cafferty's talent and eccen-
tricity. At the time of his death, which was caused
by dropsy, he was about forty-five years of age—still
young enough to have completed one grest work,
Among his more gerlons attempts the “Harvest” 15
considered to be his best effort, and the one most
comprehensively representative of his powers, He,
Wils & member of the once celebrated “'Sketeh Clab,’
of this city, which expired about ten years ago, and
which, In its day, numbered among its members
some of the brightest (and, alas! briefest) celebrities
of that era. Mr. Cafferty was oftéen more
generous to his brother artists than he wasg just
to himself, 1 could mention, f 1 wished to
Ccanse embarrassment and pain to those yet living,
which I do wot wigh to do, more than one pletare the
soi-dinant painter of which has achieved a falr
celebrity, but some of the chiel points of which are
dug to the elaborations of Caferty’s pencil., He
drew small heads remarkably well, and his asso-
clates o art did not scruple to avall themsolves of
this facility in thelr “own" plctures, while reserving
the entire credit of the performance 1o themselves
The heads insome of the most popuiar pictures of
their day were painted, not by the artists whose
names they bear, but by him—the subject of this
gketch—who died last Tuesday, and who now re-
poses in Greenwood,
